shouldn’t be in uniform, Dr. 
MacEwan said ‘‘1 am im- 
pressed wth the kind of kinds 
here tonic ht, and because of 
your wiiforms and your opp- 
ortunities, you have also 
responsibilities to set an 
example, He. asked them to 
“stay In scheol and complete 
their scholastic training, to 
try to excell in their grades, 
“You are in a position to 
exercise a little more than 
average influence - and I 
hope so much that you will 
be students as long as you 
live,’’ 

He urged the cadets also 
to set an example in fitness, 
admitting that ‘‘I am a bit of 
a nut about fitness - but when 
you get to my age you are 
entitled to be a nut about 
something,’’ Young boys and 
girls - and old boys and girls, 
he said should keep fit, for 
it has to do with the richness 
of life, ‘I don’t care about 
dollars - but I am concerned 
that we are developing a 
generation of the biggest 
bottoms in the world’s his- 
tory! You don’t get muscles 
he added, by turning a steer- 
inc wheel or a television 


button, ’’ 

Work is still pretty hon- 
ourable, Dr, MacEwan told 
the cadets, and asked them 
to face up to the fact that 
somebody has to work, The 
best people will, so set an 
example, Set an example in 
habits as well, he said, not 
just in haircuts and shoe 
shine, but moral habits for 
a decent, clean life, People 
in uniform should take the 
lead, and I pointedly men- 
tion smoking, for Isaw some 
young people smoking to- 
night, If they are smart, he 
said, they will stop right 
now, 

Dr. MacEwan hoped the 
cadets would also set an 
example in general attitudes 
toward living - getting the 
most out of life, day by day, 
I don’t care, he said, how 
much money you make, or 
what kind of a car youdrive, 
but find the secret of con- 
tentment, We face a lot of 
frustration today, worries, 
trouble, greed and hatred - 
things that make life un- 
pleasant, . 

What's needed, he said, 
is learning how to live, not 
a bigger gross national pro- 
duct or higher wages, Our 
kids - like you people in 
uniform, are probably the 
luckiest kids in the world, 
Not many kids in the world 
ave the opportunities you 
have -- not many have ever 
had even the kind of meal 
you had tonight, 

I hate to think, he said of 
what could happen in 1974, 
with grains stocks low, fer- 
tilizer costs high, drought 
and famine, We should think 
more in global terms, con- 
eluded Dr. MacEwan, ‘‘Not 


a 


bragging - but thankful for 
what we have, and willing to 
share, Cadets can be lead- 
ers,’’

Flood Risk eased 
but still sensitive 


Though the Sturgeon River 
reached its peak on Sunday, 
April 24 and has been obser- 
ved dropping at a slow but 
steady rate since then, a 
precarious situation still ex- 
ists, 

A spokesman for the De- 
partment of Environment, 
Majeed Mustapha, stated that 
prospects for a rapid easing 
are not good due to the fore- 
casted snow and or rain, Mr, 
Mustapha predicts adropp- 
ing off of a few inches each 
day for the next few weeks 
but heavy rains or snow may 
cause the situation to become 
critical once more, It app- 
ears that the ground has re- 
ceived as much of the excess 
water that it can contain and 
that any further increase of 
moisture will not be retain- 
ed, 


The river has been esti- 
mated to be 250 per cent 
above normal for this time 
which is reported to be high- 
est that it has been in almost 
50 years, The unusual situa- 
tion arose due to the excess- 
ive snowfall of this last win- 
ter, It is feared that a heavy 
rainfall or snowfall may dup- 
licate the situation which 
occurred in 1965 when heavy 
precipitation plus the usual 
spring run-off created a hec- 
tic situation in the Town of 
St, Albert, 

Big Lake has been acting 
as a ‘catch basin’ for a tre- 
mendous volume of water, 
Measurements indicate that 
a 6,000 cu,ft./sec flow is 
entering the lake and a flow 
of near 3,700 cu, ft./sec is 
pouring out, The lake is

The largest proportion of 
the April campaign will go 
into basic and applied re- 
search, said Dr, Kredentser, 
with the balance devoted to 
patient care and public edu- 
cational services, He em- 
phasized the strictly volun- 
tary aspect of the Cancer 
Society, ‘‘perhaps one of the 
last real bastions of volun- 
teerism,’’ Ninety-five per 
cent of all activity of the 
Society is by volunteers, and 
a very low, proportion of 
funds collected, between six 
and eight per cent, is for 
paid administration expense 
Dr. Kredentser stated. 

Money is directed into the 
research area through the 
National Cancer Society, and 
Dr, Kredentser noted that, 
with the McEachern Re- 
search Lab being located 
within the University com- 
plex, people working as 
volunteers in the Edmonton 
District have an excellent 
opportunity after knocking 
on doors to go and observe 
how their contributions are 
put to work, Dr, A, LePage 
who runs the lab, is one of 
the foremost pharmacologi- 
cal biochemists in the field 
of Cancer research, A native 
Albertan, when he complet- 
ed his training he returned 


.to work here, Something like 


20 scientists with a PhD 
degree work with technicians 
at the lab in such areas as 
the drug development area 
and hemotherapy, Leukemia 
is one area where Dr, Le- 
Page has expertise, Re- 
search into new drugs for 
arresting cell growth, and 
checking drugs prior to use, 
goes on continually, as well 
as virology and work on 
drugs to change the inner 
structure of various cancer 
nuclei, 

A year ago the Cancer 
Society, through a research 
grant, was able to purchase 
a white cell separator for 
the W. W. Cross Institute, 
The separator provides the 
ability for culturing white 
cells, which can then be 
checked against drugs, 
There are only three or

four other centres in North 
America that have this in- 
strument, one of which is 
Huston, Texas, the largest 
cancer institute in the world 
The grant for this purchase 
was made possible through 
funds collected by volun- 
teers, 

Volunteer funds also sup- 
port pilot projects in re- 
search, Once the value of 
a project is demonstfated, 
the government will come in 
with funds to expand the 
work, The Cancer Society 
acts as a screening agency, 
to determine the validity of 
a research project, 

There is also a women’s 
auxiliary to the Edmonton 
unit whose volunteers work 
to provide comforts for out- 
patient people coming to the 
W. W. Cross Institute from 
all over the province, They 
work with patients in the 
hospital as well, and help 
with renting equipment for 
those being looked after in 
their homes, Dressings and 
certain prescribed drugs are 
also made available by these 
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a hospital board member,

The river Sturgeon is cur- 
rently in full spate a time 
of the year when all strong 
men of good courage have a 
yen to-do battle with the 
raging waters as would have 
been the case with their 
forefathers, 

Canadian and American 
manufacturers of boats and 
other types of floating craft 
pander to the mass market 
and do not produce sea- 
worthy, let alone lake or 
river worthy craft, The mass 
market instead caters to 
boats that are only fit for 
lazy rivers and calm lakes 
on a hot summer day when 
every mosquito in Christen- 
dom is intent on making you 
suffer because you dared 
enter his domain, 

The river Sturgeon has 
many phases some turbul- 
ant and some placid. The 
turbulant phase produces 
surprises as the river for- 
ces its way between the banks 
as it passes through St, Al- 
bert on its way to the North 
Saskatchewan east of Fort 
Saskatchewan, 

This past week several 
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ice floes floated through sub- 
surface, one of these mea- 
sured approximately 200 sq 
ft. and was about two inches 
thick, 

From upstream the river 
also tears up large trees 
and floats these down to snag 
the unwary boater, Logs 
from anyone of the 26 wash- 
ed out beaver dams between 
St. Albert and Lac St. Anne 
also form a major boating 
hazard, 

Last week two artesian 
wells were spotted, spout- 
ing up like large geysers 
from the surface of Big Lake 
These natural wells occur 
at random intervals and ran- 
dom locations and carry en- 
ough force to completely lift 
an aluminum dinghy from 
the surface of the lake, 

With the river Sturgeon 
surging through St, Albert 
at an approximately speed 
40 ft./sec, and with the wat- 
er temperature only just 
above the freezing point, St. 
Albert Safety Council 
strongly recommends that 
no boating take place at 
least until the natural banks 


can again be seen, 

A spill into the icy waters 
at the present time means 
a spell in the hospital to 
get over the effects of ex- 
posure as well as a couple 
of good sessions with the 
stomach pump to clear your 
body of the raw sewerage 
washing into the main stream 
from the flooded lagoons. . 
and of course you’ve almost 
certainly lost or irrepair- 
ably damaged your boat or 
other water craft. 

Safety is the concern of 
every sane and sensible citi- 
zen in St, Albert, Are you 
sane and sensible? Then 
don’t go boating yet, save 
the boating pleasures for

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Public meeting on Town affairs 
sparks much discussion by large crowd 


The public meeting on 
town affairs held Monday 
evening at the Community 
Hall drew a crowd of about 
175 and lasted for nearly 
four hours, Ian James was 
elected chairman, All mem- 
bers of Town Council and 
Town Clerk Mr, Russ Bow- 
en were seated at front, 

Chairman accepted items 
for the agenda from the floor 
beginning with General Plan 
for St, Albert; Green Belt, 
Pros and Cons of Industry 
for St. Albert, Parkland for 
Braeside, zoning questions, 
questions on Parks and Re- 
creation, and on Fire Pro- 
tection and Street Lighting, 
A woman requested that the 
agenda not be given over to 
only Community Planning 
Association matters, 

When Association mem- 
bers were later asked to 
stand they were a distinct 
minority, 

In reply to the first re- 
quest from the floor, for 
council to explain their un- 
derstanding of the purpose 
and importance of a General 
Plan, Mayor Gibbon said 
council have understood the 
importance and set up a full 
fledged planning department 
with planner, development 
control officer, drafts wo- 
man and are looking for a 
secretary, ‘Where are we 
going and how rapidly?” ask- 
ed a questionner. ‘‘This is 
the best planned community 
I know of,’’ said the mayor, 
From 1966 ERPC carried 


out planning until council 
determined they were not 
getting sufficient service - if 
you look at other centres 
the job has been well done, 
A general plan goes on the 
basis that it is subject to 
change, said the mayor, it 
is not the be all and end all, 

I understand a general plan 
is applied to development 
and would require a zoning 
bylaw to follow, said amem- 
ber of the audience, Would 
a draft of the bylaw contain 
specific purposes and act- 
ions to carry out objectives 
over possibly a five year 
period, I understand a plan- 
ner was hired todo a general 
plan and it will be ready in 
14 months, If the plan is 
in stages - will there be 
opportunity for public input 
when the first stage is ready? 

Coun, Bakker replied that 
if any change is made it 
must go through stages - 
including advertising, and 
council provides adequate 
time to listen to objections 
or favorable comment, Some 
changes have been made - for 
example in planning for some 
land along the river for pub- 
lic use, 

“Is it not true,’’ asked a 
questionner, ‘‘that the MD, 
has suggested to council that 
until they see a General Plan 
they will not proceed with a 
proposed BACM annexation 
in Lacombe Park?’’ The ma- 
yor said there were quest- 
ions as to designating cer- 
tain portions of the 366 acres 


as general urban, or urban, 
Asked if there was not a 
similar problem with a pre- 
vious BACM annexation, the 
mayor replied ‘True’ - the 
480 acres last annexed also 
was not designated as Gen- 
eral Urban - the MD, of 
Sturgeon recognizes the pro- 
blems of St. Albert re, 
growth, he said, 

“In 1972,” said Gerry 
Belke, an active Chamber 
member, ‘We discussed 
bringing in light industry - 
but to the northeast of town 
and stressed that the area 
between St, Albert and Ed- 
monton be green belt, What 
is council’s feeling now?” 

The chairman - noting that 
the questionner probably 
came in after the agenda 
was set - deferred the ques- 
tion, 

A question was asked if 
council is to develop a Gen- 
eral Plan to demonstrate 
unlimited growth, and yet 
not come up with transpor- 
tation solutions, 

Coun, Bukker replied that 
a general plan would deal 
with employment opportun- 
ities - and more people wor- 
king in St. Albert would help 
reverse traffic - and with 
residential, commercial and 
industrial development; with 
community services and 
parks and recreation; with a 
civic centre; with utilities; 
with priorities and with cap- 
ital financing. In transpor- 
tation he said, council can 
plan only within the town, 
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and is dependent on the pro- 
vince and the city outside 
town boundaries, The city, 
he said, is not proceeding 
with a new freeway or any- 
thing of the kind, 

‘‘At what size,’’ asked a 
questionner, “does council 
intend to limit growth, in 
recognition of Coun, Bakk- 
er’s expressed limita- 
tions ?’’ 

Provincial legislation, 
said the mayor, ‘‘does not 
allow for limitations, We 
cannot stop bids for annex- 
ation (if the Local Author- 
ities Board over-rules an 
appeal), This is happening 
re the Allarco bid - where 
we have no decision yet - 
and the longer it takes the 
more I fear...” 

Coun, Lukay said he didn’t 
know how to set a limit, but 
“T must also stress that 
council has an ability to al- 
low growth at such a rate 
as is appropriate, and coun- 
cil can control rate of growth 
Saying he had been seven 
years on council, and the 
General Plan was intended 
for 36,000. First at the in- 
stigation of a proposed uni- 
versity, it appeared it would 
go further than 36,000, Coun- 
cil made the sewer study 
which indicated some of the 
problems if the town were 
to grow beyond 36,000, Coun- 
cil has done no further stud- 
ies with respect to trans- 
portation, While there is 
Some outside influence, 
transportation is still our 


problem, as we must deal 
*with it. Council has not been 
able to resolve it yet, We 
do not have all the answers 
and have not done needed 
studies, he said, 

“With no local control, 
how can we keep our iden- 
tity?’ asked a member of 
the audience - ‘‘If we keep 
on growing south we will be 
swallowed up,’’ 

Margaret Smith was also 
concerned with the rate of 
growth, saying that when she 
came there were two devel- 
opment areas proceeding at 
one time, and now there are 
six, Two years ago she said 
it was decided to do a Gen- 
eral Plan, I get the impres- 
sion that planner Gordon is 
too busy controlling devel- 
opment to formulate a Gen- 


eral Plan, We didn’t come 
to St, Albert because it would 
grow to city size - if it 
grows that fast I don’t mind 
being swallowed up - it might 
be the best answer, Prior 
to a General Plan, she said 
the town needed a philosophy, 
and asked that council enun- 
ciate that policy, 

“There are precedents in 
other provinces,’’ said the 
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mayor in limiting growth 
- it is possibly tied in with 
a council acting with a pro- 
vince, 
, A woman asked “are we 
being selfish at the expense 
of our children, when Syn- 
crude could have helped fin- 
ance facilities - it is self- 
ish of us to ignore our child- 
ren’s needs, she said, 

Another questionner felt 
a large shopping centre 
would be based on roughly 
50,000 and we are now about 
20,000 - “must we double 
in size?’’ Can council refuse 
development permits - or 
must we be Shanghied into 
development ?’’ 

It was pointed out that a 
shopping centre would be 
based on the large trading 


@ ives around the town, 


Another resident took ex- 
ception to the town “blue 
letter,’’ which said - ‘‘we 
cannot exist in isolated 
splendour,’’ which, she said 
was pure nonsense, We have 
existed for years like that - 
why no longer? Next speak- 
er said we have grown by 
10,000 over two years and 
are stuck without shopping 
centres, and felt we need 
competition in such centres, 

A questionner asked - ‘‘as 
more people move in will 
taxes drop?’’ 

Not without an industrial 
base, said the mayor, Our 
residential-commercial/in- 
dustry ratio is 94 ~ 6% on 
assessment - since apart- 


ments and town houses are 
included as commercial, the 
differential is becoming 
more spread, It takes three 
times as much to service a 
residential area as an In- 
dustrial area, he said, 

‘Why develop residential- 
ly if it is not economical?’ 
asked a member of the aud- 
fence, The mayor said the 
sewer project cost 4,5 mill- 
fon - being paid by offsite 
charges coming in - which 
amounts to between 60 and 
65,000 people - or greater 
industry and commerce, But 
we must also consider our 
water line, he said, 

A questionner thought the 
water line from Rosslyn 
would not have been necess- 
ary if the town had not grown 
so fast and St, Albert could 
have taken water from the 
west end, We should be care- 
ful when developing because 
other costs increase also, 
she said, thereby compound- 
ing costs, 

Dr, Dick Plain, president 
Community Planning Assoc., 
and Professor of Economics 
was concerned with phil- 
osophy underlying planning 
and the ‘blue’ letter state- 
ment on ratio of residential 
- industrial. Is 50-50 accep- 
table to council - or 60-40 
in favor of residential? he 
asked, Is this the long range 
target or objective of the 
town?’’ He asked ‘“‘if the 
net assessment is roughly 
33 million, and the mayor 
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figures the present ratio at 
94 to 6 between residential 
and industrial/commercial 
assessment, do we work 
toward a 50-50 ratio? And 
to arrive at 50-50 said Mr, 
Plain - we would have to 
add in the neighborhood of 
10-15 Synerude Plants, If 
we are to aim at a 50-50 
ratio I would like to hear 
council’s reasons, Or the 
ratios they plan in forming 
a General Plan, 

Coun, Bakker said the 
36,000 population figure was 
an ERPC projection for the 
year 1980, And I expect that 
is where we will be at that 
time, We have no growth 
in some years and excess- 
ive growth in others, he 
said, It depends on city lots 
available and they will have 
lots in near future which 
will take the pressure off. 

Regarding utility facilit- 
ies, Coun, Bakker said it is 
poor economics to under- 
develop - put in under size 
pipes for example, Regard- 
ing water mains, he said 
council had increased the 
amount of reservoir stor- 
age to overcome an emer- 
gency, But the town is in 
need of a second main and 
he felt should not place de- 
pendency on one, 

Other reports have been 
made said Coun, Bakker - 
including one on recreation 
to be released shortly. But 
the more attractive St. Al- 
bert becomes - the more 
people it attracts, he ob- 
served, 

We have catered to the 
well-to-do he added - look 
at the financial statement 
with no increase on the wel- 
fare roll. This is not true 
of our neighbor city, But we 
should have no Berlin wall 
philosophy, said Coun, Bak- 


Referring to ‘many areas 
of development,’ he said 
council tries for two at one 
time, but as one area tails 
off, such as Grandin Park - 
others begin, Now major 
areas are Lacombe Park 
and Akinsdale, he said, and 
some others are in final 
stages, Re. shopping centre

proposals, not all will be 
approved, he said, and 
agreed there was a need for 
competition among centres, 

Traffic problems also oc- 
cur because people shop in 
Edmonton, said Coun, Bak- 
ker, Industry would help the 
job situation and reverse 
part of the traffic flow which 
would help, It is not the in- 
tent to get a 50-50 ratio he 
said, but to try for better 
than the present 94-6%, Nor- 
mal is perhaps 60-40, We 
could get in a financial bind 
- a recreation centre costing 
1 1/2 million puts a drain 
on a budget, he said, Coun, 
Bakker felt more under- 
standing of town finances 
was needed, All residential 
makes it too expensive to 
live here, 

Questions were raised on 
lack of communication and 
Coun, Bakker and Mayor 
Gibbon said the Gazette - a 
poor paper - does not pro- 
vide proper coverage, Com- 
munication of council with 
the provincial government 
was also raised and plan- 
ning association members 
were not happy with a letter 
from council to the Premier 
and with council’s frequent 
criticisms of the provincial 
government departments, 
and the MLA. 

“Tf there have been pro- 
blems,’’ said a man inthe 
audience, ‘‘why not try and 
get it all together, soevery- 
body co-operates, Coun, 
Hudson felt the Provincial 
Dept. of Environment had 
interfered with the Syncrude 
plan - ‘‘we thought we had 
a good one and while coun- 
cil was still negotiating we 
found out it would not go 
past the Dept. of Environ- 
ment re green belt,’’ 

Council was asked why 


no letter has ever been writ- 
ten to the province request- 
ing a green belt, and why 
they had refused to send 
such a letter when request- 
ed at the March 11 hearing, 

Following considerable 
discussion on a green belt 
a motion was made that coun- 
cil write an official letter 
requesting a green belt, 
Chairman ruled the motion 
could not have legal status, 
but council might consent, 
After a show of hands Chair- 
man James announced the 
motion overwhelmingly car- 


ried, A motion to put the 
qiestion of industry on a 
plebiscite at October Mun- 
icipal elections was also 
carried, 

In order to develop think- 
ing expressed by the meet- 
ing which raised many con- 
cerns and issues on which 
opinion was divided a fur- 
ther report will be carried 
next week,

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M.D. Council meets on 
development proposals 


M.D, Sturgeon Council at 
their regular meeting onde- 
velopment matters last 
Thursday, passed a motion 
to clarify the intent of the 
original motion passed last 
October, which established 
a $500 per parcel charge on 
developments within the 
municipality, The clarifying 
motion states that $400 of 
the charge will provide for 
municipal services and $100 
will provide for administra- 
tion of supervision and in- 
spection, Wording and intent 
of the motion was approved 
by the Department of Muni- 
cipal Affairs, 

The motion carried by a 
4-3 vote, In advance of mak- 
ing the development charge, 
the MD, had commissioned 
a report from the firm of 
Stewart Weir Stewart Wat- 
son and Heinrichs, survey 
consultants, on cost pro- 
jections and related infor- 
mation on municipal servic- 
ing. 

The meeting heard re- 
presentation from Altaco 
Developments on a proposed 
Industrial Park on a quarter 
section south of Morinville 
on the old Highway 2, 

There is a lot of interest 
in the municipality in such 
a proposal, and before any 
concrete action is taken 
council decided that public 
hearing will be held, and 
these will be advertised lat- 
er this month, Discussion 
with Altaco indicated that 
the firm might provide its 
own sewer plant, but would 
use municipal water supply. 
Zoning would be for light 
industry and the firm felt 
subdivision would be mostly 


into five acre parcels, Plans 
eall for a park similar to 
the one at Leduc, 

Altaco was informed the 
MD engineers would set the 
standards for development, 
and that it was expected 
these would be ready intime 
for the public hearing, Coun- 
cil was told that the firm has 
some prospective tenants for 
the park, and some of these 
have since approached the 
muncipal office, A motion 
to approve the intent to dev- 
elop was carried unanimous- 
ly. 
Another interesting devel- 
opment proposal came be- 
fore MD Council in a letter 
from Mr. Wally Kapinski 
who would like to build a golf 
course on a site north of 
Namao on the Craig pro- 
perty off Highway 28, 

Council will invite Mr. 
Kapinski to attend the May 
committee meeting on devel- 
opment proposals, to give 
further information on the 
details of his plans, 

An appeal was heard from 
Dawson Developments on 
their application for resi- 
dential development on Jack 
Duggan’s farm just north of 
Edmonton, The application 
for zoning was turned down 
by the Edmonton Regional 
Planning Commission, as the 
land is zoned as a Special 
Area under the Metropolitan 
plan, Residential develop- 
ment within a special area 
is not normal practice, The 
Alberta Planning Board will 
set up an appeal to look 
into the application, 

A development proposal 
for a half section south of 
Bon Accord, and possibly 


Thibault Board 
plans new school 


The Thibault School Board 
has budgeted to pick up the 
accumulated deficit of - 
$16,368.00 with a total bud- 
get of $592,720 needed to 
operate the School District 
for the year 1974, 


With the proposed rapid 
growth of the Town of Mor- 
inville, the Thibault Board 
has met with the Sturgeon 
Board to discuss the possi- 
bility of building a joint high 
school in Morinville to serve 
Morinville and Sturgeon 
divisions, Discussion on 
joint agreements, tuition and 
regional high school, took 
place, The Sturgeon Board 
has communicated to the 
Thibault Board that they are 
going ahead with plans to 
build a high school at the 
Namao site, 

The Thibault Board is 
planning to approach the 
Department of Education for 
a statement of need for anew 
elementary school, With 10 
per cent increase in enroll- 
ment in 1973 school year, 
and if the development of 
the town continues at present 
rate the board feels it will 
need an 18-20 classroom 
elementary school to acc- 
ommodate the students and 
the kindergarten classes, 


FINANCE CONFERENCE 


Chairman Kryskow, Se- 
cretary-treasurer J, Bea- 
upre and Superintendent 
Trediak attended the Edu- 
cation Finance Conference 
held in Banff, April 21-24, 
The conference objective 
was to stimulate the devel- 
opment of a rational app- 
roach to financing educa- 
tion; to keep before the pub- 
lic and government the im- 
portance and the problems 
of education finance by com- 
municating the dollars and 
the sense of it all, 

Speakers from Ontario, 
Los Angeles, U of A, U of 
C, ATA, ASTA, Department 
of Education, Alberta Asso- 
ciation of MD’s and Coun- 
ties, all voiced their con- 
cerns, 

Mr, Hydman, minister of 
education, indicated new 
capital grants would be 
available for upgrading ol- 
der schools, special grants 
for disabled. He said the 
department is reviewing the 
weighting factor of elemen- 
tary, junior high and senior 
high, and possible addition- 
al revenue may be available, 
Also evaluation of all edu- 
cational services continues, 

Concerns were communi- 
cated to the minister on 
restrictions placed on edu- 
cation but not on other ser- 
vices i.e, municipal, health 
etc, 


additional land later on, is 
being opposed by A, Daum 
who owns a quarter section 
on the southwest and wishes 
to develop a feed lot, A group 
of developers, including 
Block Bros, are interested 
and have plans for a water 
reservoir and for general 
design before council, The 
rolling nature of the land 
lends itself to residential 
development, 

A Board order was re- 
ceived for annexation of 
about 400 acres to the town 
of Morinville, With regard 
to annexation by the Town of 
St, Albert of BACM land 
in the Lacombe Park sub- 
division, the MD understands 
that the firm is not pre- 
pared to wait for the outline 
plan of the whole area to be 
developed to the northwest 
of the town, which they re- 
quested from the town, They 
will consider the matter 
when the application comes 


Council also looked at 
quite a number of proposed 
subdivisions within the Dis- 
trict, some of which were 
tabled for inspection to be 
carried out, which has been 
slowed through high water 
and road conditions, Some 
80 acres were given final 
approval for subdivision, in- 
cluding a number which will 
take a farmstead out of a 
quarter, where the owner 
wishes to retain the home. 
Mr. Moe Berube met with 
council and his subdivision 
proposal was referred to 
committee to investigate, 

Fifteen building permits 
were issued of a routine 
nature, some for farms and 
some for subdivisions,

REVIEWED 


The annual meeting of MD 
Council with all fire chiefs 
and municipal representa- 
tives to review the perfor- 
mance of the fire protection 
services was held Thursday 
evening, Delegates from 
Morinville, Legal, Gibbons 
and St. Albert attended. 

St. Albert representative 
Councillor Frank Lukay, had 
been asked by Mayor Gibbon 
to see if two-way radio 
equipment could be put into 
fire units, and was informed 
that the equipment of the 
design requested by St, Al- 
bert, had been installed eight 
months ago, Fire Chief Fred 
Teteranko of St, Albert re- 
ported that the units had 
proved very successful, 

The MD will consider 
stand-by pay for volunteer 
firemen working weekends, 
which is being paid by the 
Town of St, Albert now, A 
new fire engine will be pro- 
vided by the MD for the 
Evergreen Trailer Park 
area, which is ready to go

MD plans 
gravel 
operation 


At their meeting Monday, 
April 22 the MD of Sturgeon 
Council met with represen- 
tatives of the Department 
of Environment and a num- 
ber of people from firms 
conducting gravel operations 
in the Municipal District, 

Council was brought up to 
date on regulations set by 
the Department of Environ- 
ment including requirements 
that gravel pit operators 
must have a license and 
also a permit from the De- 
partment under which clean 
water and clean air require- 
ments are spelled out, The 
Department is also concern- 
ed with the affect of gravel 
mining on underground wat- 
er and water wells in the 
vicinity of a plant and with 
reclamation requirements, 
which regulations also pro- 
tect, 

Established gravel opera- 
tions and any new ones com- 
ing into the M.D, will in 
future have to abide by all 
licensing and environmental 
provisions, 

The Council was also in- 
formed that the provincial 
department had investigated 
claims of residents in the 
Villeneuve area that gravel 
operations were harming the 
river with silt deposits, and 
so far had not found evidence 
of much negligence on the 
part of the plants, who use 
a ponding system to clean 
the water before it goes into 
the river, A close watchwill 
be kept on the operations, 
however, by the department, 

Alberta Concrete has pre- 
sented plans to council for 
design and timing and all 
companies are keeping them 
up to date, 

The MD will assure a 
supply for municipal pur- 
poses as permits are issued, 
in order that gravel mining 
operations do not use up 
available supplies in future, 
In addition discussions are 
being held on an arterial 
road from the workings to 
the road leading south from 
Villeneuve, either upgrading 
or building a private road, 
The gravel firms now have 
an association for handling 
such areas as supply and 
road provisions to their 
plants, and this group will 
be coming back to council 
with some answers, 

The MD has been leasing 
from the Reserve and they 
have also a quarter west 
and south of Villeneuve 

where they will be testing 
the supply and quality,

Announcement expected 
on satellite airport 


Following a public meet- 
ing in Villeneuve April 18, 
and a meeting with MD of 
Sturgeon Council on April 
25, consensus was reached 
in favor of Site #6 for the 
location of a new satellite 
airport, Mr. R. J, Rohr, 
planning manager for the 
Ministry of Transport, and 
members of his department 
are meeting with the Ed- 
monton Planning Commiss- 
ion today and pending appro- 
val of the Commission an 
announcement will be made 
Mr. N, Giffen of ERPC has 
been acting in an advisory 
capacity to M.O.T, in the 
site planning, 

The 1,425 acre site is 
west and a little north of 
Villeneuve, and the airport 
requires 456 acres, so that 
969 acres will be leased 
back by MO.T. for agri- 
cultural use, providing a 
buffer for the airport, 

Original estimate for the 
facility was 2,2 million doll- 
ars, but it is expected in- 
flation will push the estimate 
up before work gets under 
way, Preliminary engineer- 
ing will probably commence 
after harvest this year. 

Some concern was expres- 
sed at Villeneuve meeting, 
and at previous public hear- 
ings on the airport site, 
that a new satellite facility 
might eventually be taken 
over if the Edmonton In- 
dustrial Airport were to re- 
locate, ‘Absolutely not,’ 
said Mr, Rohr, The satell- 
ite airport is being built 
for flying training and re- 
creational flying, and will 
get students and light air- 
craft owners out of the en- 
vironment of large aircraft, 
Light aircraft cruise at be- 
tween 90 and 160 miles per 
hour, 

Mr, Rohr added that other 
cities on the continent now 
wish they had within-city 
airport facilities, and Ed- 
monton’s Industrial Airport 
will serve the requirements 
of expanding industry in the 
Tar Sands area and others, 
Ground was turned last week 
for a new terminal building 
at the Industrial Airport, 
and the City of Edmorton 
has a new hangar there, in- 
dicating that the future of 
the facility is assured, 

Vancouver, in addition to 
a satellite airport, is pre- 
sently looking at building a 
brand new separate airport 
for business traffic, 

New designs for Short 
Take-off and Landing air- 
craft will be ideal for air- 
ports like the Industrial and 


work is going forward, par- 
ticularly by Boeing Comp- 
any, (manufacturers which 
are represented at the In- 
dustrial), on STOL aircraft 
to take off at 4,000 feet, 
and able to carry 200 pass- 
engers, Such craft may be 
available by 1980, and could 
serve industrial and inter 
city traffic, with greatly re- 
duced noise factor and run- 
way requirements, Twin Ot- 
ters, and the Haviland DHC7 
which carried 40 passengers 
at 180 to 200 miles per hour 
are examples ofless sophis- 
ticated STOL aircraft pre- 
sently in use, 

While investigating air- 
port and aircraft require- 
ments for the future, the 
Ministry of Transport also 
looked at the possibilities 


of rail lines carrying elec- 
trically powered cars at 300 
m,p.h., but because of costs 
involved studies indicated 
that cost for such service 
between cities service might 
be $20 per trip, putting this 
kind of service some time 
away, if in fact it can be 
made economically feasible, 

Following ERPC site 
clearance, negotiations will 
proceed on land purchase, 
Officials from the M.O.T. 
Public Works Department 
have had some preliminary 
discussions with land own- 
ers, M.O.T. look on the sat- 
ellite airport as an invest- 
ment in as much as many 
students training under Fly- 
ing Clubs, end up as com- 
mercial pilots, 


Albert Boshier 
passes at 80 years 


On April 25, 1974, Mr. 
Albert Edward (Bert) Bosh- 
ier of Rivercrest Lodge, 
Fort Saskatchewan, Alber- 
ta passed away at the age of 
80 years, Bern in Reading, 
England on May 27, 1893, 
he came to Canada in the 
spring of 1913, going to work 
on a farm northeast of Fort 
Saskatchewan the first year 
and to another in Bremner 
the following year, That 
summer the First World War 
broke out so he returned to 
England to join the British 
Army, Suffering afoot wound 
he recuperated in Malta for 
six months, Returning to 
England for draft leave and 
training he married Gwladys 
Owen on March 22, 1918, 

He then went to fight in 
France but suffered a hip 
wound which kept him hos- 
pitalized until after the war 
ended, 

In the spring of 1925 Mr, 
and Mrs, Boshier with their 
two children, Raymond and 
Joan, returned to Canada to 
settle on a farm in the Vol- 
mer district, where they liv- 
ed and farmed until 1966 
when he and his wife went
